7. COMMENT : IT IS ALSO POSSIBLE THAT THESE WERE 

THE SAME UNLICENSED CARS FROM WHICH SHOTS WERE FIRED AT DEMON- 
STRATORS DURING NATIONAL PROTESTS IN 1983 AND 1984. CERTAIN OF 
THE CARS AT DICOMCAR HEADQUARTERS FIT THE VAGUE DESCRIPTION OF 
THE CARS USED DURING NATIONAL PROTESTS. PREVIOUSLY IT HAD BEEN 
ASSUMED THAT THESE CARS WERE DRIVEN BY RIGHT-WING VIGILANTES, 
POSSIBLY UNDER THE DIRECTION OF RETIRED BRIGADIER GENERAL MANUEL 
((CONTRERAS)) SEPULVEDA, FORMER DIRECTOR OF NATI ONAL INT ELLIGENCE.) 
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
